Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 22-41 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a strip coating installation having a vacuum 
chamber which has, between a rear wall and at least one removable closing plate, a 
casing with a flat top, wherein at least one guide roller, a coating roller with an axis (A), 
and at least one coating source are positioned inside the vacuum chamber, wherein 
ends of the at least one guide roller and of the coating roller that face toward the 
removable closing plate are attached by supporting elements and bearings directly to 
the top, and wherein the space in the vacuum chamber beneath the coating roller is free 
of the supporting elements. Further, no other properly combinable prior art was located 
to supplement and/or complement the teaching of the relied upon prior art.
